EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

- Add; wherein said first radiation source comprises two parts emitting light of different 
intensities and wavelengths after "an electronic means for controlling said first pulsed 
light source and said second pulsed light source, so that said first pulsed light source 
emits light pulses exclusively in intervals between light pulses originating from said 
second pulsed light source". 
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Amendment 

The amendment filed on 17 April 2007 has been entered into this application. Claims 28 
and 29 have been added. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments/remarks, (see pages 7-9), filed on 17 April 2007, with respect to 
the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-2 and 4-14 under 35 U.S.C. 101 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2, 4-15, 17-29 are allowable 

As to claims 1-2, 4-15 and 17-26, he examiner's statement of reasons for allowance is 
indicated in the previous Official Action dated January 17, 2007. 

Claim 27 is allowable by virtue of its dependency on claim 15. 

As to claim 28, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious first radiation source comprising two parts emitting light of different intensities 
and wavelengths as specified in the specification, in combination with the rest of the limitations 
of the claim. 

As to claim 29 the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious determining a fault type of said fault from a ratio of a bright field signal to a 
scattered light signal or from a ratio of a deflection signal to said scattered light signal, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim.
